_It may safely be said of Governor 
Hayes that there have mot been 
many Presidents, nor many Presi- 
dential candidates, who could 
niore satisfactorily the critical eye 
in search of Presidential timber. 
He makes a good impression upon 
visitors of every class, taking quite 
easily the prevalent assumption that 
he is for the moment public property, 
yet not especially making auy vir- 
tueof his freedom in this respect, 
indeed it is not perceptible that the 
fact of his nomination has even rip- 
pied the quiet service of his publie 
life, or charged in any respect the 
tenor of his way. Physically the 
Governor is decidedly better than a 
fairaverage. He stands about. five 
feet ten, is broad shouldered and deep 
chested, and probably, weighs 190 
pounds.

mounted soldiers, anditwo hundred 
and fifiy Snakes and Crows, who 


marched as scouts, provided with’ 


vovernment arms, and Je by chiefs 


Louisaute, Cosgrove, Q}d'Crow, Med- | 


icine Crow and Good Heart. Capt. 
Henry was horribly wounded in the 
head. Atone o’clock the firing had 
closed and the whole command fol- 
lowed in pursuit of Sioux, but after 
moving three miles forward the coun- 
try appeared so dangerous that Gen. 
Crook determined to fall back to the 
point where the battle began ; mean- 
while the Craws were counselling on 
the bluff about the circumstances of 
the fight, and were pressing the be- 
lief that the soldiers had not prompt- 
ly sustained their first advance 
againet the Sioux, which was true, 
and had determined to returo bome. 
The ammunition amounted to only 
one hundred rounds the man, 
which was wasted, and Gen’! Creok 
eoneluded to return to camp and 
make another advance after giving 
rest to his troops; meauowhile hoping 
to ecanciliate the discontented Crows, 
In this he did notsucceed. They left 
last evening fer their village, which 
they fear the Sioux bave visited du- 
ring their absence. ‘The Snakes still 
remain, but their steadfastness can- 
not be relied on. 

Some minor incidents of the fight 
were most horrible. A small squad 
of cavalrymen, acting as rear-guard 
on the march, were ordered to hold 
a point on the left. The Sioux sur- 
rounded them and skot them in the 
face, only two escaping. Private 


Richard Bennett’s body was disem-_ 


bowelled by the savages and his 
hands and feet cut off. _ 
The troops behaved gallantly in 
rescuing their dead and wounded. A 
-eorporal of 5th company, third eav- 
alry, made a gallant charge to rescue 
a comrade from the scalpirg knife. 
The Sioux only obtained one scalp. 
The whites and friendly Indians | 
captured thirteen of the Sioux who 
had dragged many oftheir dead from 
the field behind their ponies. 
The Sioux were too. much demoral- 
ized to trouble the column white 
withdrawing.
